LIFE now proposes to 
publish these dispatches, under 
this heading, whenever their 
interest warrants. Following is 
a letter from Ralph Delahaye 
Paine Jr., describing a visit to 
the British Expe 

Force in France. 


London, Feb. 1 
‘The American Section of the Ministry 
of Information telephoned to say that 
‘we could send a man on the first con- 
ducted tour of the British Expedition- 
ary Force in France, There were five fn 
party: two British columnists, a 
Han and a representative of that 
British trade paper Motor. “Mo- 
tor,”’ as he was invariably referred to, 
‘was supposed to get technical Informa- 
tion which he knew would never pass the 
censor, and consequently approached 
the expedition with a spirit of sweet 
resignation.

It was raining and pitch black when 
we boarded the boat for the channel 
crossing, It was small and dirty, and 
no one knew when it would sail. The 
party ate a bad dinner and prepared for 
worse night, The colummists played 
baccarat, In the bar a rousing arg 
ment was going on, Jed by an elderly 
colonel, on the way the war was being 
conducted. 

By the ti blacked-out boatnosed 
out of the blacked-out port, the wind had 
thoroughly whipped up the chanmel. No 
‘one undressed. I tried to sleep an the 
floor of "Motor's” cabin, bracing my~ 
self against a quartering roll with spare 
life preservers, but it was pretty futile. 
At 4a, m, some Frenchmen started to 
play the Sheik of Araby on a phono- 
graph outside the door. The boat had 
docked. 

By the time we had had breakfast the 
cars arrived and we set off for G. H. Q.

The general 
reaction to the alerie was not to send 
people to cover but to bring them into 
the street to see what was going on.

President starts mystery cruise; Britain seizes prison ship; Finns fight their Verdun 


What the President of the U. S. was up to—whether 
a plan to settle the war or a joke on reporters—was 
Mr. Roosevelt's private mystery last week. On 
‘Tuesday he announced that he had suddenly de- 
cided to take # ten-day fishing cruise but refused to 
say what ship would take him or where he would 
sail from. Only three reporters would be allowed to 
go with him. On Wednesday the Presidential train 
was rolling south through Virginia before reporters 
learned that the cruiser Tuscaloosa was waiting at 
Pensacola. One of the reporters showed the Pres- 
ident a wire from his editor about a rumor that 
the President would meet high representatives of 
European governments at sea. Surprisingly, the 
President did not deny it but said he had no com- 
ment. ‘That was all the reporters could get out of 
him before he boarded the Tuscaloosa and steamed

Prison Ship's End. Since the Graf Spee was sunk off 
Montevideo before Christmas, the British Admit 
has kept a watch for her auxiliary ship, the Alfmark, 
carrying British seamen whom the Spee had taken 
off six British merchant ships it sank.

Fir 's Verdun. For the second week, Russia de- 
livered its full might against the Mannerheim Line. 
On some stretches of the 60-mile-wide Karelian 
Isthmus, Russian guns stood almost hub to hub, as 
they fired $00,000 shells a day into the Finnish de- 
fenses. Under cover of this bombardment, which 
the Finnish High Command claimed was heavier 
than the French suffered at Verdun or the Somme, 
the Russians advanced in waves. The Finns, in their 
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pillboxes, mowed them 
down in windrows but still 
they kept on coming. In 
the drive against Summa, 
fresh Russian troops 
passed through the car- 
nage of a whole division 
which had preceded them. 
‘The Russians were re- 
ported to have taken Sum- 
ma, a small village long 
since devastated by bom- 
bardment, pushed through 
on the road to Viipuri, and captured numbers of 
Finnish “defensive fortifications.” At week's end, 
the main defenses of the Mannerheim Line had 
nowhere broken but the fighting men of Finland, 
who have no more replacements, were dog-tired. 
Worse, their ammunition was running low. Most of 
the Finnish guns are of Russian design and since 
foreign ammunition will not fit them, the Finns have 
only as much as they themselves can manufacture. 
As the attack went on, correspondents in Finland 
belatedly revised upward their estimate of the Red 
Army. The Russians have first-rate equipment, ma- 
chine guns and tanks. Their morale is standing up 
in the face of an appalling slaughter and, if they are 
driven forward by threats of execution, they are 
driven by officers who themselves are sincere Com- 
munist zealots. The Russian officers almost never 
surrender.

VENUS LINE UP AS EVENING STARS nightmares lately ? 


T an ancient soot r, the ig of Feb. 28, 1940, would be 
charged) with extraordinary possibilities of good and evil. For, 
's sun sinks and the light fades, no less than five 
evening stars will wink out in an ascending line in the soutl 
western sky. They are the five planets visible to the naked eye— 
Mars, Saturn, Venus, Jupiter and Mercury, as shown in descend- 
ing order in the photograph below. 

While astronomers do not regard this freak formation as a 
portent, it is one of the rarest sights in the heavens and the 
staffs of the country’s planetaria have been busily spinning their 
skies around to get a preview of the show. ‘The photographs on 
this and the following page were taken on the domed ceiling of 
the Franklin Institute's Fels Planetarium in Philadelphia. They 
show the five planets in a line as they will appear on Feb. 28, 
and the same segment of the sky as it will be a week later, on 
March 6, when Venus has apparently overtaken Saturn. 

Unlike stars, the planets do not have fixed positions in our sk;

Today Tosca- 
nini conducts comparatively few concerts with his NBC radio or- 
chestra, Stokowski does part-time work with the Philadelphia 
Orchestra. This leaves Sergei Alexandrovitch Koussevitzky, con- 
ductor of the Boston Symphony, as No. 1 full-time conductor in 
the U. The orchestra he leads is considered by most musicians 
to be the finest in the world.

music. 

To the 110 men in his orchestra, Koussevitzky is a tyrant who 
can be appeased only by fine playing. ‘To the adoring dowagers 
of Boston, he is an amiable and courtly grand seigneur w 
has time for a social life. Childless, es in a solid suburban 
house in Brookline,*outside Boston. He likes good clothes, good 
food and champagne. He gets $35,000 or $40,000 a year. To 
Boston he is well worth 

When Kousse ‘ame to Boston, the city was in the mu- 
sical dumps. Its once-great orchestra had fallen on evil days. 
Quickly dominating the orchestra—no easy job for a new leader 
—he soon made it sing like a choir of symphonic angels. Perma- 
nent conductor since 1924, Koussevitzky now tal orches- 
tra to the Berkshires every August for one of America’s most im- 
portant summer music festivals. 

Sergei Koussevitzky was born in a Russian village in 1874. 
Son of a poor violin teacher, he went to Moscow for a musical 
scholarship. The only ones open were for trombone, horn and 
double bass. He chose the double bass and within a few years 
was the best bull-fiddle virtuoso in Europe. He became a con- 
ductor after his marriage, stayed in Russia until 1920 when, out 
of all sympathy with the Bolsheviks, he departed forever from his 
native land, leaving most of his and his wife's money behind.

loussevitzky first saw his wife when he was playing a double- 

bass solo in a concert and she, Natalya Konstantinovna, was 
in the audience. The young bull fiddler fell in love then and 
there. But it was two years before he met Natalya and two more 
years before he married her. She was the daughter of a rich man 
and wealthy in her own right. 

Sergei Kousseviteky’s great desire was to give up the double 
bass and become an orchestra conductor. In 1910, after he had 
been abroad studying and conducting orchestras, Natalya helped 
finance a symphony for Sergei. It gave concerts in Moscow and 
St. Petersburg. ‘Then, in the spring, the Koussevitzkys hired a 
Volga River sidewheel steamboat. ‘They put the 85-piece 
orchestra on board and sailed up and down the Volga from Tver 
to Astrakhan, playing at towns along the way. The concerts, re- 
peated in 1912 and 1914, were a huge success. They brought fine 
music to Russia’s hinterland and greater fame to Koussevitzky.

There are approximately 3,000,000 kinds of animals in the world.

Gorillas in captivity—of which there are all told 
about twelve—never become really tame, though 
some will submic to cautious fondling by their keep- 
ers. Gargantua is an exception. His mood is relent- 
essly and continuously savage. A single purpose 
occupies all his waking hours. That purpose is mur- 
der. When Gargantua stamps, pounds his chest and 
utters his deep chuckle of pleasure, it means that he 
has just devised a new trick for killing someone or 
that such a trick has nearly succeeded. 

Gargantua’s bad disposition has becn a mixed bless- 
ing to the chief of Ringling’s press deparement— 
Roland Butler, a leathery cynic whose enthusiasm for 
animals by now matches Noah's on the goth day. 
Butler's job is to exaggerate the qualities of Ringling’s 
other animals. In Gargantua’s case it is actually im- 
possible to exaggerate the beast’s meanness, treachery 
and unmitigated ferocity. Indeed, by the unaccus- 
tomed device of merely telling the truth about him, 
Butler arouses more incredulity than he does when 
telling the most outrageous lies about Gargantua’s 
circus associates. Butler himself, in fact, was hard co 
convince on the subject of Gargantua. As soon as Mr. 
North had installed the ape in Sarasota for the first 
time, he called on his press agent to talk about his prize. 

Butler was apathetic. “‘All apes are lunkheads,” 
he said 

Finally North dragged him over to the menagerie 
building. Gargantua was huddled in a far corner of 
his cage. Butler strolled up to it and looked disdain- 
fully inside. The next instant Gargantua’s fingers 
clenched an inch in front of Butler's throat. The 
publicist disappeared for three days. 


He Is just getting his growth 


Ringling posters call Gargantua ‘‘THE LARGEST 
GORILLA EVER EXHIBITED—THE WORLD'S 
MOST TERRIFYING LIVING CREATURE!" Few 
people of the millions who have seen Gargantua dis- 
pute the claim, but actually Gargantua is certainly 
not the largest gorilla ever exhibited. Of the ten or 
twelve now in captivity, several are larger. They are 
also older. Gorillas have approximately the same life 
cycle as primitive man; they are adolescent at 12, 
senile at about 4o. Gargantua is only about 10 years 
old but he is big for his age. His chest is already 6 fe 
around; his neck and biceps are as sturdy as a fire plug. 
His fingers are like crowbars and he has a reach of 
9 ft. In his whole huge body, only his ears and toes 
are human size. When he is mature, he may stand halfa 
foot taller than his present 5 ft. 6 in., and weigh 150 
Ib. more than his present 500. What his strength will 
be then, no one can conjecture. Last summer he was 
given a rope anchored by 15 hefty men. He tugged 
them up to his cage with one hand. 

Richard Kroener, superintendent of his five keepers,

has fed him for seven years, cleaned his cage and doce 
tored him. If it were in Gargantua's nature to be 
friendly to anyone, he would be friendly to Kroener. 
Kroener let himself be coaxed into a game of tug-of- 
war, taking the corner of the gunny sack that Gar- 
gantua tossed between the bars and holding it until it 
was gently pulled away. They played again and again, 
with Gargantua as bland as a bishop. Suddenly 
Kroener noticed that Gargantua was holding back a lit- 
tle more of the sack each time and proffering a little 
less, luring him closer and closer to the cage. 

Kroener stopped the game forthwith, Gargantua did 
not fly into a rage; he merely sat down, Kroener 
recalls, “'vundering vat he done wrong, vere he gifs 
der scheme avay."” 


Happy childhood in the jungle 


Gargantua has been smart from infancy but he has 
not always been vicious. His chronic bad temper is 
the result of a mysterious change in character which 
occurred four years ago. Before that, he had the run of 
ahouse and yard, Before that, of aship. Before that— 

Gargantua’s success story begins at Kribi in the Cam- 
eroons, under the shoulder of Africa. The log of the 
S. S. Humbaw, American-West African Line, shows that 
she couched there on Nov. 5, 1932. A missionary couple 
were waiting for Captain Arthur Phillips when he 
came ashore. They had something special to show him 
—a young gorilla, brought in by a native boy the 
week before: 

Phillips had made a side line of gorillas and chim- 
panzees for many years, buying them in Africa, nursing 
them across the North Atlantic and selling the sur- 
vivors in New York. This one was a mountain gorilla 
—the largest, strongest kind. It was healthy, weighed 
around 35 Ib. and seemed about 2 years old. Phillips 
fel sure that the missionaries had bought it for no 
more than a few dollars and some tobacco, but he was 
confident that it would bring up to $3,000 at home. 
The bargain was closed at $400. 

Ic is almost impossible to tell whether a baby gorilla 
isa male or a female. Phillips might have weasled with 
some epicene name as Esme or Sidney, but he chose 
Buddy on a hunch. If Buddy's endowment of viciousness 
had not been latent, no one could then have handled 
him. He was already strong enough to pick up a 6o-Ib. 
hatch board and toss it across the deck. At this time, 
however, Buddy behaved as docilely as an ordinary gor- 
illa and his favorite sport was retrieving a rubber ball. 
When nobody would throw it for him, he would swarm 
up the jack staff or crawl intoa fo'e’sle bunk for a napor 
pester the quartermaster into letting him ride the wheel. 

Circus spectators, when confronted by Gargantua, 
naturally suppose that his malevolent expression and 
malevolent disposition go together. This is an error. He 
acquired them separately. As an infant, he was as gentle 
looking as any other gorillaand he only became a pump- 
kin-head gorilla as the result of an accident. 


Gargantua’s food for one day consists of 
milk flavored with chocolate syrup, bread, 
eggs, liver extract, fruits and vegetables. 


er, Richard Kroener, who pre- 
pares all his meals, boasts " “Gargy’ has 
the mentality of a child 5 years of age.”* 


When the Humbaw docked in Boston, Phillips went ashore. Re- 
turning to his ship that evening, he stopped in to look at Buddy's 
new quarters—a box in the cross-bunker, out of the cold. The 
animal was crouched on the floor. Phillips noticed that his eyes 
were closed and his face was wet, and that there was a strange sour 
smell, but he could discover nothing wrong. Next morning, sailing 
for New York, he went to look again. Buddy was groping around 
the shelter deck, blind. His face and chest were burned raw. The 
captain then realized that someone—presumably a disgruntled sailor 
who had jumped ship the day before—had thrown acid at theape and 
that Buddy was dazed with pain. Noe knowing what acid had been 
thrown, Phillips was afraid to try a random antidote. All he could 
do was radio a Brooklyn animal collector, who had bought apes from 
him before, and ask co be met at the dock that night with a nurse. 
The nurse immediately poured olive oil over the burns, but so 
much time had elapsed chae Phillips doubted whether it would help. 
He hated to sce Buddy suffer, yet he did not want to destroy a valu- 
able animal if there was a chance of its living. Nor did he want to 
pay the heavy duty on one that might soon die. He telephoned 
Washington for a special appraisal. Washington was sympathetic 
it set the minimum value of $50, which represented a duty of $7.50. 
When he got back to the ship, Phillips found even better news. 
The steward reported that the ape could see. Phillips shot a flash- 
light into his eyes. Buddy blinked and the collector agreed to gamble 
on him. Instead of the $3,000 that Phillips had expected for Buddy 
alone, he sold Buddy, another gorilla and six chimpanzees for $2,500. 
Buddy's new owner was Mrs. Gertrude Lintz, who had made a 
career of pet fancying. Her Hercuveen Kennels of Se. Bernards have 
won best-of-breed at Westminster shows many times. The man who 
showed the Lintz dogs was Krocner, a young German. Kroener 
had such a way with animals that she engaged him to work for her 
exclusively. Kroener and Buddy became pals immediately. 
Mrs. Lintz made Buddy wear mittens as a protection against him- 
self, but he managed to pluck open his sores again and again. It was 
six months before they healed completely. 


His injuries make his fortune 


‘The marks Buddy received from the acid-throwing incident are 
responsible for his nasty looks. Most young gorillas have loose 
crepey skin around their eyes which merely serves to make them 
seem prematurely old. The scar tissue around Buddy's eyes, how- 
ever, gave him a challenging scowl and drew the left side of his 
upper lip into a permanent sneer. Strangely enough, the incident had 
no apparent effect on his psyche. Instead of being angry with all 
humans, Buddy was grateful to Mrs, Lintz and Kroener. He re- 
mained playful and pleasure-loving, and it was not until two years 
later that he acquired a disposition appropriate to his exterior. 

Convalescence over, Buddy's training began. At schooltime each 
morning, Mrs. Lintz bustled him into overalls to keep him alert and 
give him self-respect. The first lesson was in walking erect. Buddy 
soon learned to lurch around, swinging on Mrs. Lintz’s arm, but 
he refused to walk alone. One day, she filled his hands with peanuts, 
put a banana under each armpit, then crossed theroom and called him. 
If he had put his palms down, Buddy would have lost the peanuts; 
if he had removed his elbows from his sides, he would have lost the 
bananas, He naturally did neither. Thereafter, he always walked 
erect when dressed. Eventually, Buddy became so proud of his 
accomplishment that Mrs. Lintz had special shoes made for him

bogeyman!”” Later she found she could get the same 
effect by whipping a doll’s head from her pocket. The 
sight of it terrified him. Someone told her chat it 
probably aroused his dormant memory of a fearsome 
African bat chat had a red and white face. 

In 1934, when he was 4 years old, Mrs. Lintz ex- 
hibited Buddy, another gorilla and some chimpanzees 
at the Chicago Century of Progress. Two years later 
she rook them down to Miami for the winter and 
there Buddy had his sccond encounter with brutality. 
A Negro boy whom Mrs. Lintz fired for laziness crept 
back the next night and gave Buddy a drink of half 
sugar syrup, half Lysol. In the five weeks before his 
stomach healed enough to permit him a full meal 
again, he lost 8o Ib. This had as litele effect on Buddy's 
disposition as his earlier experience of man’s inhuman- 
y to ape. The following summer he was exhibited 
on the Steel Pier at Atlantic City. Now 7 years old, 
he was in the middle of shedding his milk teeth. Mrs. 
Lintz helped him with them by lecting him bite down 
on a strip of burlap, then jerking it away. Buddy's 
teeth engrossed him. He kept each one, scrutinizing 
it by day and hiding it at night. 

As he grew older, Buddy grew stronger. As he grew 
stronger, his playful gestures became dangerous and 
he had to be confined. In confinement, Buddy's malev- 
olence ripened and, within two years, he had gradu- 
ated from the Lintz backyard to the Greatest Show 
on Earth. 


He acquires a perpetual rage 


The first indication that Buddy was too unsophisti- 
cated about his own strength to be a fit companion for 
humans came when he tried to fondle a kitten that 
strayed within reach of his cage. He patted the kitten 
gently once, squashing it completely, and Mrs. Lintz 
Iater found him mourning over it like Lennie in Of 
Mice and Men. In the next few months, Buddy spent 
most of his time behind the bars. He responded with 
sullenness and bursts of rage that grew more frequent 
and more protracted as time went on. Finally, after 
a spasm of steady fury which lasted a full month, 
Buddy had a few days of his old good humor and then 
relapsed into a marathon rage which has lasted 
ever since. 

The actual incident that caused Mrs. Lintz to widen 
Buddy's horizons by turning him over to the circus 
occurred one night during a thunderstorm. Awakened 
in her lightless room, she heard, between thunder 


claps, the sound of her door being opened and the soft 
rasp of bare fect. The footsteps approached the bed. 
Harsh fingers groped along her shoulder. 

“Buddy,” she whispered, ‘Buddy, let's go get a 
banana.” 

She slipped out of bed and took his hand. The go- 
rilla gibbered and pranced at every flash of lightning, 
bur she led him downstairs—talking all che while— 
and into the dining room, where she found a bowl of 
fruit. A banana baited him back into his cage, on 
which someone had forgotten to close the padlock. 


He goes to work for the Ringlings 


Next morning Mrs. Lintz told Kroener that she 
could not run another such risk. Kroener wrote to 
Sarasota and John Ringling North replied by telegram 
that he and his brother Henry, vice president of the 
circus, were leaving immediately. Old John Ringling 
had always longed for a big gorilla.’ His nephews 
began to bargain on the spot. Mrs. Lintz asked 
$25,000. The final price, $10,000, included Buddy, 
two chimpanzees and Kroener’s contract. 

John Ringling North's first act was to telephone 
Professor R. M. Yerkes of Yale, co-author, with his 
wife, of The Great Apes, and ask him to inspect the 
animal. Yerkes reported that he was in perfect condi- 
tion, Next, North wanted a more impressive name. 
Mrs. Lintzsometimes varied “Buddy” with “Buddha” 
but North wanted a sonorous mouth-filler. While the 
public library struggled to compound African words 
into “King of the Jungle” and “God of the Moun- 
tains,” Henry North, remembering Rabelais’ giant, 
thought up ‘’Gargancua”” himself. 

Garganeua’s career with Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey tends to substantiate the Disraelian 
theory that the secret of success is constancy to pur- 
pose. From the moment of his first attempt to assassi- 
nate Butler, he has never relaxed his efforts to kill any 
or all of his business associates. He has not succeeded 
but he has come extremely close. 

The bars of Gargantua’s first cage were eight inches 
apart—wide enough to permit him to stick his arm 
out up to the elbow. Alarmed by the narrowness of 
Butler's escape, North warned everyone to stay well 
away, but ic is pare of a circus workingman’s credo 
to treat all captive animals with careless contempt. A 
“bull punk"’—an elephant herder—was the first to 
step inside the deadline. Gargantua flicked out his 
hand, hooked a finger under the man’s necktie and 
jerked him against the bars. The shock broke the tic 
and the man fell to the ground, unconscious but safely 
out of reach. Gargantua threw the tie after him. The 
knot was as hard as a pebble. 

John North himself was the next co be caught, in 
the act of demonstrating how it had happened to 
the herder. Gargantua bit his right wrist to the 
bone. North is a showman in the heroic tradition. On 
his way co get a shot of anti-tetanus, he stopped at

Butler's office to shout, “If I don’t die, it's marvelous publicity.” 

His third victim was Kroener, who left Mrs. Lintz’s employ in or- 
der to stay with his old friend. It was a warm day and Kroener was 
using a long hooked pole to open a skylight over the cage. The sky- 
light stuck, To get a better purchase, he took one step backward. 
Gargantua, in wait for such an error, nipped him up by his sweater, 
pulled his left arm through the bars and sank his teeth into it. Kroener 
stabbed blindly behind him with the pole, screaming, until he man- 
aged to hit the gorilla's face. But before he was dropped, his arm 
had been so savagely mangled that it has been crippled ever since. 

Gargantua’s favorite playthings at that time were some big tin 
cans. It took him only a few hours to learn that, by flattening them 
enough to slip between the bars, he could extend the radius of his 
onslaughts. One of LIFE’s photographers was the first fruit of this 
discovery. Gargantua waited until he was occupied with his 
camera, then laid him out with a smoke ball. The photographer was 
able to complete his assignment only by dressing in a football uni- 
form, complete with helmet and noseguard 

Te was obvious to the Norths that the public could not be exposed 
to these bombardments. Gargantua clinched the case for new quar- 
ters by catching a severe cold. The upshot was his present vehicle, 
custom-built by Carrier Corporation and equipped with air-condition- 
ing machinery that maintains a constant temperature of 76° and rel- 
ative humidity of 50%. Ceiling and two end compartments are

Gargantua’s room is 20 ft. long, 7 ft. wide, 7 ft. high. Its side- 
walls are half-inch-thick panes of plate glass, set double with an 
pace between. Lining the panes and shutting off the pen are 
steel bars. Over-all the vehicle is so big that, when Gargantua was 
leased to the Bertram Mills Circus for exhibition in London last win- 
ter, his passage had to be shifted from the Queen Mary to a Dutch 
freighter; the Quen Mary's hatches weren't wide enough. 

Despite his almost constant traveling during the season, Gargan- 
tuanever varies his daily routine. Ic begins at 8 in the morning, witha 
breakfast of three fresh eggs, a tablespoon of liver extract anda little 
chocolate syrup mixed into three pints of the best milk. After break- 
fast, hesponges his face, hands and armpits and mops the floor. Scrupu- 
lously neat, he doesn’t discard the wrapper from a candy bar or stick 
of gum but crumples it into the smallest possible pill and hides ic. 

The rest of his morning is devoted to exercise and plot-boiling. 
He prowls around his cage, then sits and ponders, then prowls again. 
‘At noon, he gets a vegetable luncheon: two bunches of celery, a few 
sweet potatoes, carrots, onions and beets. After luncheon, he naps 
—flat on back, feet in air—until Kroener brings him a basket of 
assorted fruit and wakes him for the matinee crowd. His last meal 
comes at 10 p. m.; itis the same as his breakfast. By 11:30 he isasleep. 

Gargantua’s morning scrub is the single vestige of his early train- 
ing, which he discarded when his disposition changed and he dis- 
covered his true métier. He has not even walked erect since he 
removed his overalls for the last time four years ago. Kroener has 
tried to teach him elementary tricks but Gargantua makes no 
attempt to learn them. He realizes, Kroener says, that he cannot 
be disciplined. No one dares approach close enough to punish him, 
and he is too valuable to be starved into obedience. He responds to 
only one threat: when Kroener wishes to clean the center section of 
thecage, he frightens Gargantua into the end pen by thrusting a king 
snake toward him. A snake is the only animal he fears. When the 
elephants parade past him, he redoubles his efforts co uproot the 
bars and get at them.

GLENN FRANK 


WAR POLICY. Americans should support every effort to keep the U. S. 
out of war. We are still suffering the after-effects of our involvement in 
the World War. We entered the World War in 1917 with our dome: 
affairs in good condition. This is not the situation today! Our domestic 
affairs are far from a state of health. It is important that the United States 
stand, at the end of this war, as an nomically stable, self-governing 
democracy, equipped to co-operate effectively in the reconstruction of 
the post-war economy. 


AFTER SEVEN YEARS OF NEW DEAL CONTROL. The American 


depression struck bottom in 1982. The United States could reasonably 
have been expected to accompany the other major nations of the world 
into a steady recovery if a drastic political overturn had not then sub- 
jected American enterprise to an unpredictable politics and an unworkable 
economics. Here are typical items in the late summer of 1939; 1) more 
than 10,000,000 American unemployed; 2) a lower standard of living than 
a decade ago; 3) the ercation of new enterprises virtually at a standstill, 
the modernization and expansion of existing enterprises deferred; 4) Labor 
volved in extensive and costly disputes, with its organized ranks torn by 
war and its annual income lower despite higher hourly wage rates; 
5) farm prices neither stable nor satisfactory, and the basic problems of 
agriculture no nearer solution than before the Administration's exercise 
of sweeping controls over farms and farmers; 6) the doors of economic 
opportunity barricaded to youth by the sluggish condition of American 
enterprise; 7) Government expenditures, excluding postal receipts and 
debt retirement, of $9,210,091,000 in 1939 against $3,863,544,000 in 1933; 
8) the heaviest tax burden in the nation’s history; 9) a national debt 
doubled by the end of 1939—increased from less than 21 billions at the 
beginning of the New Deal Administration to approximately 42 billion 
dollars, not including nearly six billion dollars of obligations guaranteed 
by the Federal Government. After seven years, we have doubt, confusion 
and uncertainty, instead of confident, clear and assured understanding 
of where we are headed.

The 
National Labor Relations Board has shown bias and favoritism, ‘There is 
no satisfactory that the political regulation of wages and hours 
increases the real of workers or raises t eral level of employ- 
ment.
